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Blue Rodeo: 
making MUSIC in 
their spare time

lue Rodeo is headed to Edmon- 
Bie: for a pair of Valentine’s 
shows at the Jube, which poses 
the question: did they ever go 
away? Well, yes. 

After all, they must have had 
time to tour the world for the com- 
pilation of tracks on their recent 
live album, Just Like a Vacation, 
and they must have had time to 
break in their newest member, 
pedal steel] player and guitarist 
Bob Egan (late of Wilco). And both 
of the group’s songwriter/vocalists 
cracked out solo records during 
the past couple of years — Gone 
from Greg Keelor and All in Time 
from Jim Cuddy, with their requi- 
site solo tours. Somewhere in 
there, they snuck into the studio 
and recorded the aptly-titled The 
Days In Between, which was just 
released last month. 

But what do you expect? This is 
their job. And, buddy, you should 
like your job so much. 

“We don’t have other jobs, so we 
just fill the time with music,” gui- 
tarist-singer Jim Cuddy explains. 
“You must admit, the live record 
creates kind of a pause, which is 
what we needed. We did this tour, 
this comprehensive tour, and then 
we put a bunch of the best music 
on a live record, and then there’s 
no going back at that point. It was 
over. We had to do something dif- 
ferent. I think we had this idea, 
especially after listening to so 
much of ourselves live, that we 
would do something that would 
embrace brevity a little more, and 
one of the song forms that does 
(that) is pop music. Just make 
parts really simple and really mem- 
orable, and so I started writing 
songs that were a little more pop- 
oriented.” 

And far from fearing overexpo- 
sure, Cuddy sees Blue Rodeo’s 
busy itinérary as a necessary tactic 
for staying ahead of an industry 
driven by obsession with youth 
and flavor-of-the-week trends. 

“A consistent thing we have with 
our audience in Canada is that we 

isit a lot,” Cuddy says. 

“Because, as you get older, you 
get moved from Much Music to 
Much More Music, and radio sta- 
tions change and this and that, 
from the beginning of our record- 
ing career until now, the whole cli- 





mate of how we get people has 
changed. But from when we first 
started the whole credo of the 
band was to play, that was what 
we did, we didn’t even realize we 
could make records. It’s part of 
tending your garden to keep com- 
ing and visiting and presenting 
something different.” 

This garden-tending would prob- 
ably get tiresome for the band, 
were it not for their devotion to 
what they do.

Through 15 years and eight 
albums, Blue Rodeo hasn't lost 
their love for the music. 

“I guess also we like playing. It’s 
just a fundamental truth. There’s 
something to be said for the 
opportunity to be completely 
absorbed by making music. It hap- 
pens when you're making records, 
and you're away — it happens less 
when you're at home — and it hap- 
pens when you're touring. You 
wake up every day and all you 
have to do is prepare yourself for a 
two or three-hour show that night.

Singer-songwriter hoes his own row while musical trends come and go

he toast of his home town of 
Tou.

Jez Lowe is a nationally recog- 
nized songwriter (covered by lumi- 
naries such as the Tannahill 
Weavers and Fairport Conven- 
tion). He's released eight acclaim- 
ed albums, the last five with his 
backup band the Bad Pennies. His 
songs are so ensconced in the 
national British consciousness that 
one music reviewer took Lowe to 
task for the amount of cover songs 
he did, not realizing they were 
originally written by Lowe. He's 
coming to Edmonton in support of 
his last album, Parish Notices, and 
has a few things to say about the 
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a. 


public’s misapprehension of the 
folkie mindset. 

“It's the singer-songwriter tradi- 
tion as well as the Celtic,” he says 
over the phone from Boston, 
where he's waiting to start his six 
week solo tour. “Because of my 
different influences I can pull in 
audiences from all sorts of areas. 
It’s a mistake people seem to make 
that folkies have only one taste. 
That's not my experience at all. 
Most of my friends listen to other 
types of music, a lot of rock espe- 
cially, as well as folk. The folk 
taste is not a conservative one, it 
tends to be more wide-ranging.” 

The best example of Lowe’s 
eclectic taste would be his recon-

struction of the Smiths’ How Soon 
Is Now into his own, more univer- 
sal anthem, Sons Of The Century. 
While not a direct cop, there’s defi- 
nitely a nod in Morrissey’s direc- 
tion. 

Which is not to say that Lowe 
will start in on Jesus and Mary 
Chain territory anytime soon, but 
it's a pretty good example of an 
unconscious influence being 
digested and made one’s own. And 
possibly an alternate route from 
the tiresome frat boy Celtic music 
that would make (in a saner 
world) playing the bodhran a 
national crime punishable by 
death. 

But Lowe comes from a more 


traditional route than the foot 
stompers, a more thoughtful van- 
tage point that allows him to serve 
a reporting function as well as 
observational. He writes about 
coal miners in his area of England, 
of the small towns that were hit 
the hardest by the former Con- 
servative government's economic 
policies. He comes across at times 
like a cross between Billy Bragg 
and Richard Thompson, substitut- 
ing Bragg’s humanity for Thomp- 
son’s venom. And always with a 
sense of humor. 

Lowe has also just been com- 
missioned to write a song to cele- 
brate the opening of a nature 
reserve on the United Kingdom's 
coastline. It’s through the chroni- 
cling of his area’s history that 
Lowe has received the most atten- 
tion, and is possibly the area 
where his skills as a lyricist are 
reflected most empathically. His 
politics, possibly a reflection of 
the hard times his region has expe- 
rienced, swing towards the left, 
although he wouldn't characterize 
himself that way. 

“My politics lean that way, but 
I'd hardly say I have a real political 
view. It’s more a response to 
things that have been going on, 
people losing their jobs and such.” 

It’s the folk music world that 
nurtures a sense of community for 
Lowe, who sees it as a natural out- 
growth of its commitment to peo- 
ple. 

“It’s like a way of life, really.

Everybody hangs out together, 
plays festivals and so on. There’s 
lots of support. Among audiences, 
you're more likely to get to know 
people after the show. People will 
have you over to their house.” 

But he does seem slightly pen- 
sive about the non-stop travel that 
is a folk singer's life. “It can be a 
bit of a problem to settle down. I 
do like the travelling, but it does 
tend to weigh you down after a 
while. You have to know exactly 
what you're getting into when you 
do this.” 

To do what Lowe does, you have 
to be fairly passionate about it. No 
one gets wealthy in the folk music 
world these days — did they ever? 
— and as trends fly by, you can 
find yourself on the outside look- 
ing in on new trends supplanting 
others while folk music bides its 
time. Lowe is philosophical. 

“The folk boom always seems to 
go in cycles. In the (19)’70s there 
was a big revival. In the ’80s peo- 
ple like Billy Bragg. The Pogues 
had a great deal to do with the last 
one. But you can see another one, 
with a lot of younger people com- 
ing around to it. It always comes 
around.”

Folk duo seek hybrid vigo 


Zubot & Dawson fink with flouting tradition

ubot & Dawson are a bit like a 

musicological Rorschach test: 

The music they play comes 
from that imaginary land of 
cross-pollinated influences that’s 
been changing the music we hear 
for years — a land that continues 
to spawn strange and vigorous 
hybrids. Listen — one moment 
it’s a grass skirt undulating in a 
breeze, the next, underwa- 
ter footage of an anemone invert- 
ing itself to a contagious groove. 

As is true with many of today's 
roots musicians, they do not 
come from an isolated communi- 
ty playing a traditional form of 
music handed down through the 
generations.

“But my ego is very strange,” she 
adds.

the past have often been painful to 
deal with, both for myself and the 
paying public.

The public psychotherapy she 
engages in when confronting her 
own and, consequentially, soci- 
ety’s obsessions and madnesses, 
leaves her wide open to the experi- 
ence from all sides.

“This could wind up on my 
tombstone, not that I'll have one:

Whether it’s physical or emotional, 
all of us have had to deal with 
trauma, no matter how spoiled our 
existences have been, and it forces 
you to learn some compassion. 
That's been the basis from a very 
early age of what I was personally 
creating out of — taking my pain, 
my frustration, my anger and 
attempting to turn it into some- 
thing positive.”

“Oh, no! I'm going to be stuffed 
and sent on tour with a voice box 
when I die. I just don’t think the 
public will have been force-fed 
enough of what I need to say. 

“Of course I say this metaphori-

post-death, like Vlarquis de Sade, 
like so many wriers, like so many 
artists,” she say;. “It’s only when 
they die that they’re truly under- 
stood or apprecated.

The 
people of Dougie’s working-class 
Mill Creek neighborhood, caught 
up in a heated provincial election, 
easily dismiss the hanging as a sui- 
cide. Dougie means to expose the 
crime for murder and in doing so 
he exposes the underbelly of 
Alberta’s political past 

With a dozen actors in tow, 
director Stephen Heatley spends a 
good part of the first act distin- 
guishing one from the other and

establishing the parameters of the 
story. There are a lot of personali- 
ties at play in this production and 
keeping things straight requires 
fair audience concentration — par- 
ticularly in the case of the young 
boys Babe, Doug, Norm and Pete 
Thorpe (Brian Marler) dressed, as 
they are, in virtually identical 
slouch caps and suspenders. 

The shocking death scene 
comes early on in the play before 
one gains any real attachment to 
the victim, Babe Roothe, played by 
a cocky Edward Belanger, a fact 
that blunts the emotional impact 
of the scene. After his murder/sui- 
cide Babe appears only as a ghost, 
taunting young Dougie (David 
MeNally) with images of the dan- 
gling noose embracing his distort- 
ed face. With his accomplice Philip 
Warren Sarsons as the indomitable 
98-pound-weakling Norm Fetter- 
man, Doug insists on chasing 
down answers to the puzzling 
death of his chum. Doug sets off to 
challenge a hastily convened

Against the backdrop of dramat- 
ic weather and peculiar politics, 
the energy of the play as a whole 
builds in tension as the campaign- 
ing Aberhart, played with bombas- 
tic pomp by the wonderfully tal- 
ented William Webster, builds his 
case for electing the right-of-right 
Social Credit Party. His political 
sidekick and Socred wannabe is 
the dead Babe’s elder brother 
Albert Roothe (Jeff Page), a man 
so hungry for power he can ignore 
the advances of the sexually 
charged Jean Cullen, (Stephanie 
Wolfe) whose aspirations seem to 
end at becoming a politician’s 
wife. 

The play has its heady moments 
but it is also brutally heavy-handed 
in hammering the political mes- 
sage home. The combination of a 
charmingly old-fashioned commu- 
nity picnic of the German-Canad- 
ian Association is juxtaposed with 
the political grandstanding of the 
times, and while David Mann exe- 
cutes a very funny rendition of a 
wide spectrum of political speak- 
ers, the swastikas of the Third 
Reich that unfurl from the wings 
seems a bit much, despite the fer- 
vor of Aberhart’s followers. 

Told in hindsight from the point 
of view of an adult Doug Sayers 
revisiting his old neighborhood, 
Heatley employs the method of 
cast-in-chorus to introduce a time, 
a date or a pattern in the weather. 
The dull intonation of unison 
chanting further distance the view- 
ers from the individual personali- 
ties of the players. Heatley chose

A quarter century 
of (Ouch!) dance 





The Danny Grossman Dance Company 
leaps onto the Arden Theatre stage this 
weekend.

hen Danny Grossman established his own 
W dance company a quarter-cen\u'y ago, he 

probably didn’t see himself wyili'g in the 
wings at the age of 50 
awaiting hip-replacement 
surgery and doing walk-on 
parts. 

But 1975’s Higher set a 
minimum standard for the 
company — it was riveting 
to watch and excruciating 
to perform. Since then, the 
Danny Grossman Dance 
Company has made a name 
for itself by ricocheting 
across stages around the 
world, expressing itself with a vocabulary of 
physically-demanding and visually-+ unning 
dance 

The wear and tear has affected other ‘ompa- 
ny members. Pamela Grundy, 48, has danced 
with Grossman for 20 years and was named an 
associate director in 1991. Now, with two chil- 
dren — aged eight and three — Gruniy has 
dropped some pieces from her own rept rioire. 

“Some of the dances require a younger ody,” 
admitted Grundy. “In Nobody's Business (981) 
the women do a lot of deep knee bends into 
jumps. My knee joints just don’t want to (lo that 
anymore. My range of motion and cardj;\vascu- 
lar strength is not a problem, but joints nd car- 
tilage change. You might be able to jump as 
high but you don’t have the shock absorbers 
when you land.” 

Originally a track and field athlete, (:rundy 
was attracted to Grossman’s work for is high 
level of athleticism. “His physicality ¢i:‘ated 
the work. He drew his vocabulary from his 
improvisation.” 

Grundy now spends a lot more time juggling 
administrative tasks, but archival work salisfies 
the historian in her.

The latter interprets the 
music of jazz legend Charlie 
Parker within the three 
dimensions of the moving 
body. 

The 15-minute Chasing 
Bird premiéred in Lincoln, 
Nebraska last spring, and is 
performed by Grossman with 
five of his excellent dancers. 

“Each dancer represents 
one of the instruments,” 
explained Grundy. 

Grossman's themes are aS unique as his 
vocabulary. They're generally neither abstract 
nor strictly narrative, but rooted in something 
more accessible. 

“Right from the beginning his dances tend to 
be dramatic,” said Grundy. “They're more con- 
tent-or message driven, rather than spatial 
arrangements.” 

Accessing the common folk is an important 
element of the company. Members spend a 
week prior to their shows teaching in the com- 
munity. The students vary from teenage dance 
students to senior citizens. 

“We believe in education, teaching people 
how (dance) can enrich them. And also to stim- 
ulate them to support the shows.” (Ironically a 
young dance student, set to share the stage 
with Grossman’s company during its last Arden 
show three years ago, broke an ankle warming 
up for the show. She was carted off to hospital 
and made it back for the final act.) 

Injuries or not, those students will hopefully 
come to appreciate what Grundy loves about 
dance and what Grossman delivers: “It is not a 
black or white, right or wrong form. It is an 
expression of the human condition through a 
kinetic response.”

omewhere down the street, in 
Bie neighborhood you used to 

live in, were two kids who grew 
up to be very much like Mump and 
Smoot, the horror clowns who have 
claimed the Roxy Theatre as their 
playground until Feb. 20. They’re 
daring, brash, and pose a threat to 
themselves and others. 

Whatever kind of shit the little 
darlings get themselves into, and 
their latest show, Mump and Smoot in Something Else 
with Zug proves there’s no limit, they get into it whole- 
heartedly. Their innate ability to end up face-to-face 
with disaster, either willingly or through the reckless 
abandon with which they approach life, creates highly 
com tuations and seriously dramatic tension. 

In Something Else, the clowns are on a pilgrimage of 
sorts. We meet our heroes as they stumble upon. holy 
ground, a shrine or temple of great importance. The two 
perform a sacred ritual to their god Ummo, as pre- 
scribed in their holy book. Things, as always, take a 
nasty turn. For one reason or another the duo have con- 
jured up the unpleasant company of one Zug, a demon 
or trickster who grants the pair four wishes. 

Thus their spiritual quest begins. Each clown reveals 
the essence of his character in the wishes he makes. 
Child-like Smoot’s first wish is, depending on your per- 
spective, blown. In a short scene that is at once tender 
and ridiculous, Smoot’s outright glee with his wish and 
Mump’s complete displeasure with it set the stage for 
what's to come. 

It’s difficult to detail what comes next, without giving 
away key plot developments. But the journey the two 
clowns take is both hilarious and, at times, tragic. What

makes the show work is the rela- 
tionship between Mump and 
Smoot. They’re buddies who take 
advantage of the fact that unless 
provoked, we save the indignity of 
our anger for those we're close to. 

And they just plain make us 
laugh our heads off. 

The audience is involved in the 
show to a degree as well. Mump 
and Smoot are aware of the fact 
that they are performing and there- 
fore are aware of the audience. 

As Smoot led my wife to the stage to play the role of 
dinner date, I couldn’t help but admire his good taste 
and think: “You stupid bastard. You're hitting on the 
reviewer's wife.” But how could he know? And what 
could I do? Flash my badge and threaten to déduct stars 
from the review? More importantly, what could my wife 
do, given the choice to co-operate fully or face ridicule? 
(She chose to co-operate. Mump and Smoot flirted with 
her shamelessly and she said the overall experience 
was “like playing with the kids.”) 

Until now, Mump and Smoot shows have been short 
Fringe affairs and the challenge of stretching a play into 
two acts must have been daunting. They've definitely 
succeeded. With direction from Karen Hines, music by 
Fingers (Greg Morrison) and a strong story, Something 
Else fires on all cylinders. Christian Laurin, as Zug, is 
outstanding. He is evil personified. Campbell Manning's 
innovative set design is the perfect match of form and 
function. And Mump and Smoot (Michael Kennard and 
John Turner) hold the whole thing together with out- 
standing, honest performances. This show is everything 
it ought to be, and then some.

Canadian gambling has reached an 
all-time high and the government is 
reaping the results in more ways 
than one. 

Journalist Brian Hutchinson has 
compiled a fascinating study of 
Canada’s gambling craze in his new 
book Betting the House. The result 
of an eight month journey across 
Canada visiting poker dens, bars 
and casinos, the book presents an 





counselling services cla VLT gam- 
bling as a reason for their credit 
troubles. 

The story grows darker when 
viewed up close. The book talks 
about casino staff having to deal 
with soiled adult diapers left around 
the facility by gamblers who wear 
them so that they can play 10-12 
hours without breaking. Coin buck- 
ets are found full of urine sitting 
next to VLTs that the user refused 
to abandon. 

The book contains interviews and

stories about the biggest losers of 
gambling, people who have given 
their lives away to the tables and 
machines. 

There is an excellent chapter on 
Alberta’s VLT plebiscite, which 


drew national headlines and 
involved some questionable behav- 
ior by the Alberta government. 

Hutchinson's book is a revealing 
look at the gambling phenomenon 
and the potential backlash of the 
government’s shameless promotion 
of it.

Scream 3 finds poor Sidney 
Prescott (Neve Campbell) tucked 
away in a country home after the 
events of Scream 2. Just when she 
thinks she’s finally safe that myste- 
rious voice on the phone returns. 
In the meantime, filming of Stab 3: 
Return to Woodsboro, the last in a 
trilogy of films based on Sidney's 
life, is in production. One by one, 
the stars of Stab 3 develop gaping 
stab wounds all over their bodies 
in the order the script has them 
killed. The familiar cast of charac- 





ter. 

The tag line, “Someone has taken 
their love of scary movies too far,” 
was apt to the first two Scream 
movies. It went far to describe orig- 
inal screenwriter Kevin Williamson 
and director Craven’s attempts to 
produce a parody of the horror 
genre while still making a scary 
movie.

sciousness it becomes’ repetitive 
and nonsensical. 

There’s a self-congratulatory tone 
to this film — oooh, look, we're so 
transgressive! — that becomes irri- 
tating. Maybe 30 years ago this sort 
of thing was transgressive. The only 
thing you don’t see every day is the 
very explicit childbirth scene and 
the pelvic exams. Now that’s real. 

Romance ** (out of five) 


film’s shift away from parody is the 
the concept simply ran out of 
steam. There are only so many hor- 
ror film clichés to be used and 
those bases were covered by the 
first two films. Granted there are 
some good jabs at the genre, 
including Jenny McCarthy's com 
plaints about doing a shower scene 
in Stab 3: “It’s been done before.

Her film début was John 
Singleton’s Boyz n the Hood.

gn that Ray and I are not well is 
that we ordered the milkshakes when we

We ordered, we drank and we didn’t warm 
up for the rest of the meal. ssh.

Both entrées came up quick, despite the fact 
that there were a few tables in front of us. Not 
bad traffic for late on a cold night. 

The two of us were impressed by the value 
of both meals (under $9 in both cases) and the 
homestyle goodness of the cooking. 

The spiciness of the sausages was also 
appreciated by this reviewer who looked 
ward to anything that would get his blood flow- 
ing faster (I was still trembling), even if the 
plump little meat tubes were slightly on the dry 
side. 

Ray was as pleased with his cut of meat as I 
was and we both appreciated the attention to 
the side dishes — Ray’s rice was buttery, ten- 
der and moist, while my refried beans were 

creamy as opposed to the super-dr 
might-as-well-be-out-of-a-can beans I’ve been 
served elsewhere. 

The Chimol on both entrées was a real 
delight as well. Chimol, as far as I can tell, is 
what some cookbooks call a Cilantro Salsa. 


Basically it’s plum tomatoes, fresh jalapeno 
and fresh cilantro tossed with lemon juice or 
red wine vinegar and a h of salt and pepper 
(to taste). By coincidence I'd made a Cilantro 

a the night before to use as a topping for a 
split pea soup (a recipe from Bonnie Stern's 
HeartSmart Cooking which I'll be featuring in 
this column a few weeks from now). 

Acajutla’s Chimol was perfectly fresh, per- 
fectly balanced and a good counterpoint to the 
entrées. 

Despite the more than adequate servings, we 
were still hungry, so decided to order the 
house Flan (Créme Caramel), a perfectly 
delectable take on this fussy dish, even though 
it was a little on the sweet side. Oh well, for 
$1.25 it was-a superb value. 

Next time I want to visit for brunch and 
order the Huevos Rancheros, one of my long- 
time favorite offerings.
